All Production Restricted 


After the spring season is over, big 


wholesale manufacturers will make 
very few suits or coats for women— 
again because of rations. The reason 
is that Britain's clothing industry is 
being reorganized on a wartime basis, 
which means that civilian men and 
women will fin dit increasingly dif- 
ficult to get new suits. From now 
on—"until victory"—relining of jacktls 
and hems, invisible draning and much 
use of the pressing-iron will have 
to make clothes do. 


Production of underwear, Including 


corsets, and hosiery will be restricted 
to two-thirds of the 
total 
amount 


manufactured in the 
six 
months 


which ended last November. Produc- 
tion of outer garments will be cut 
60 per cent. 


The entire garment industry—at any 


rale, that part of il which will be 
lefl in operation—will concentrate on 
turning out Army, Navy nnd Air Force 
uniforms nnd clothing. On this war- 
time basis, all luxury manufacture 
will be severely restricted. 
Those 


women whose wartime budgets can 
stand it have been straining their 
purse strings to buy n second suit in 
anticipation of these measures. • 


But these restrictions are not all, by 


nny means. 
All types of women's 


underclothes are also to be rationed, 
and will suffer a cut in size as well. 
Concentration of industries on the 
new wartime basis nnd shortage of 
silk supplies are the two principle rea- 
sons for the measure.

The Ml is about as accurate as- 
the Springfield and was especially 
commended for accuracy by the sharp- 
shooting Marines. There is no trouble 
with fouling. Colonel Wessles said 
that in a test of the new front end, 
a rifle was fired 5000 times without 
cleaning. 


Naturally, any fast-shooting hand 


weapon gets hot during sustained fire.

—many of them reservists who haven't 
fired a rifle in years. Colonel Wcsslci 
said that of his last class of 188, who 
had scarcely any practice because of 
bad weather, 70 rated expert rifle- 
men, 52 sharpshooters, 63 marksmen, 
and only 3 failed to qualify. 


Easy to Handle in Rapid Fire 


When we went out on a range to 


shoot a Garand I soon learned its 
advantages in rapid fire, which is 
the part of the record course which 
used to ruin the scores of most novices 
who shot the Springfield. 


With the old rifle, you were sup- 


posed to shoot 10 times in a minute at 
200 yards. The new rule, for the 
Garand, is 16 shots a minute. Colonel 
Wessles, though, began by loading and 
firing four clips of 322 shots in 60 
seconds, and scored 154 of a possible 
160. 
At any slower rate of fire, he 


seemed never to miss. My best target 
,vas 15 bull's-eyes and one in the ad- 
oining 4-ring—two clips fired in 44 
seconds. As one who used to like to j 
shoot the Springfield, I was especially 
mprcssed with the Garand's soft re- 
coil and the way it kicks straight 
jack with very little wavering of the 
sights from the target. 


Presently Lt. Col. G. A. Pollin and 


lis son came by. George Pollin is a 
lormal-sized 13-year-old who never 
had fired a .30 caliber rifle. He lay 
down and, with one clip at slow fire, 
plunked off six bull's eyes and two 
4's. Some other visitors were Lt. and 
Mrs! C. B. Wolfe. 'She wasn't dressed 
for the muddy firing line, but she 
stood up and blazed away with the 
9-pound rifle and didn't mind the 
recoil. 


Incidentally, having heard various 


Army men pronounce "Garand" in 
every possible way, I asked Colonel 
Wessles, who knows the inventor. 
Proper pronunciation is with a hard 
"G" 
as in the 
first syllable of 


"garage," and with the accent on the

to be corrupting tht ancient

and the ways of Israel. In his perse- 
cuting zeal, he stands by, holding 
the garments of those who stoned 
Stephen to death—although it is a 
little hard to understand just why. 
With his passionate earnestness, Saul 
should not have been throwing stones 
himself. 


One wonders whether he could 


liavc witnessed that martyrdom, see- 
ing Stephen dying with words of for- 
giveness on his lips, without being 
noved to doubt or compassion. If so, 
ne had repressed such questioning or 
emotion, lor we 
find 
him laying 


waste the church, entering into ev- 
ery house, dragging Christian men and 
women forth, and committing them 
to prison. 


There is always hope for a young 


man who is in dead earnest, no mat- 
ter how mistaken his views may be. 
Unless he is a-sheer 'fanatic in -whom 
there is a touch of genuine madness, 
it is almost certain that something 
will occur to appeal to his reason or 
to his true emotional nature, and 
turn him from his mistaken ways into 
an allegiance with higher ideals.
